HAT This Book of Holy Scripture hath been under 
a high CharaQter of Honour in the Church of God, 
and hath Imprinted an Awe and Veneration of it ſelf 
upon the Minds of Wiſe and Holy Men, is out of 

+ doubt, both among Jews and Chriſtians. 

It is enough known, that the Jews prohibit any to read it, till 
the Sacerdotal or Thirtieth Year of Age 3 Now though this may 
ſavor of an over Fear, which in Religious Matters dwells at the next 
door to Superſtition 3 Yet ſtill it ſhews of how ſablime a Majeſty 
and Eſtimation this Song appear'd to them, 

* And with the ſame profound Reverence all Chriſtians approach 
it, who have any ſerious Senſe of the Dread due to Sacred Oracles 3 
This Thing therefore is not of any doubr. 

But it 1s a Queſtion of much greater Iatricacy and Perplexity, 
what the drift, ſcope, and deſign of ſo unconteſtably a Divine and 
Spiritual Song 1s. 

The generality of Interpreterslook upon it, as a Catholick ſeat, or 
Univerſe ofAllegories, repreſenting the Myſtical Communion betwixt 
Chriſt, and _his Spouſe_the Church, and every Believing Soul in it. 

Now although I defer,as much as Any of the moſt Devoted to ſuch 

Holy, Spiritual, and Heavenly Meditations, as are deriv'd with Ad- 
vantages of Piety and Prudence from this ſtupendious Allegory , Yet 
I cannot, for this very great Reaſon, Reſt in that Expoſitory Sent1- 
ment, that makes it the grand ſcope of the Holy Spirit to give Riſt 
to ſuch Meditations. |

And this is my Reaſon ; All parts of Scripture have ſome ſo limited, 
determinate, defined ſcope and end, that they cannot be miſled*from 
it by any Interpretation 3 But it cannot 'be imagin'd, or with any 
ſemblance ſuppos'd, that from this Song, there can be drawn a Frame 
or Platform, either of the ſtate of the Church, or of particular Souls 
in Relation to their Communion with Chriſt, or of Religious Diſ- 
cipline, or Rules of Life, that ſhould traverſe and cut with variezy 
of Motions, backward and forward, that ſo Indefinite variety, that 
theſe ſo manifold, both new and repeated Emblematiſms require. 

If then there be not a Frame and Model to ſtint and confine In- 


| terpretation, this Song muſt be left to the dittering Phantaſies of all 


its Interpreters, how many ſoever, agd nothing left to control] or 
corre&t them, who do but keep to-the general Analogy of pious 
Senſe, and natural Knowledge. *5 

For when the whole Univerſe ſerves the Images of th# Sacred 
Poefie, and that every Sprig may ſome way reſemble God 3 It may 
conſequently be made ſerviceable to ſ6me ſpiritual Mediation, and 
moral Document z and ſo proportionably ſeeing the Communion be- 
twixt Chriſt and his Church, is of the fame Divine, Spiritual, and 
Holy Nature, every Particte of Nature uſed in this Song, ſhall be 
ſubje& to as many Deſcants upan it, as there are Ingenies to extract 
them, agreeably to that forefaid Analogy of Faith, and common 
Philoſophy : And fo the Song, and the ſeveral parts of it, #»ſzab/e 
as VVater, having no conſiſtent Figure of their own, ſhall receive 
ſhave from every Vellcl the Interpreter brings to it. 

But it ſurpaſſes my Underſtanding or Belief, that. ſo infinitely 
Wiſe, and divinely Prudent an Author, as the Holy Spirit, fhould 
write 1n ſuch a Laxity as this, Known to whom are all his Works of 
Scripture from the beginning to the end 3 and all the various Cen- 
ſures and Sznſes each ofa of them ſhall undergo, and hath ſupreme 
2nd determinate Counſets of his own, which ſhall Over-rule them 
all. And ſo in this Song. | 

And indeed, if this Liberty, and Largeneſs of Interpretation were 
allowed, It would yet be never poſtible to give any decent and 
congruous Agreement , betwixt the Spoufe of Chriſt, and a Com- 
pany of Horſes in Pharaohs Chariot, Teeth like a Flock of Sheep bear- 
ing Twins, Eyes as Fiſh pools, Locks buſhy, and black as a Raven ,

that ſhould expreſs the Communion betwixt Chriſt and his:Chnrch, 
without ſome other Key of Interpretation, that keeps the whole 
Tight to ſuch a Frame and Model of things, as was before defir'd. 

There are ſome Interpreters therefore ( thopgh ſo very few as 
hardly to eſcape the Note-of ſingularity ) and of very Venerable 
Name, who have underſtood by it a portraicture'of the various 
States, through which the Kingdom of Chriſt hath pafsd 1n relation . 
to his Church, and fo reciprocally of his Church in relation to his 
Kingdom. And from theſe, I confeſs, I receiv'd the firſt Thoughts, 
that ſuch a Table is moſt agreeable to this Divine Compoſure.' ' * 

And herein I am not aſham'd to an ny E have borrowed 
moſt light from that very Admirable Man, Mr. Brightman, with whom 
Mr. Cotton, that great Light of the Church of God in New Erg- 
l:nd Symboliſes, ? fe | 

And yet I have retired from them, in a careful Avoidance, to 
preſs theſe Divine Figures too hard, leſt wringing them ſhould 
bring forth Blood 3 or to make the purſuit too far, left the Expoſi- 
tion ſhould be too curious and minute : For 1n all Prophetical Ex- 
poſitions, I think, there is moſt ſafety of Truth in reſting upon the 
Bulk and: Body of Scripture Prophecy, and 6f Hiſtory, when only Ha- 
mane Hiſtory leads the Application 3 but when Sacred*Hiſtory con- 
ducts it, One may be much more bold, or where the Inſtance 1s fin- 
gular and notorious, as in Antiochys Epiphanes. 

And, as I have retired in theſe particnlarities of Interpretation, 
from thoſe two, by me fo honoured Expoſitors of this' Song 3 fol 
have as freely diſſented from them, whereſvever I'fee Reaſon; 

And upon this occation, 1 take hberty to make this Digreſhon, 
. and to obſerve ; It is a very frivolons Undertaking, to attempt to 
blaſt the Interpretation of Prophetical Interpreters, as of Mr Mede, 
Mr. Brightman, and that to me aboye alt others moſt Indear'd Name 
of the moſt Learned, Pious, and Honoured Dr. More, on: Dzmiel, and 
the Apocalypſe, and Others 3 Becauſe cither Events'have not anſwer- 
ed their Calculations, or becauſe they differ among themſelves. 

For herein 1s the great Miſtake, Men are angry Theſe Propheti- 
cal Expoſitors do not, as inſpired Writers, give Oracles 3- Whereas 
God may wonderfully, and beyond the ordmary ſtandard, affift his 
Servants in ſome grand Points, to bring Light into the Wofld; ani!

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to. make great Efforts into the; retired. parts of Scripture, vz. the 
Prophecies, and yet leave them in. many Patticulars, to the Fallibility 
of their own Minds, and ſo. to Miſtakes., | | 
... For. this. is, the Diſtinion betwixt. the immediate Afliſtances of 
God, yonehſafed:to the. Sacred Pen-men,. and; Thoſe, whom he leads 
& Api Mediation of their own Learning yearch and Judgment : To 
one, PROS wholly from himſelf, To the other, by an Ex- 
citation of their Faculties to;make a due Inquiry, and then to adjoin 
theraſclyes to. greateſt Evidences of Reaſon: Together with which, 
he may as he pleaſes. extraordinarily;awaken, injedd, infuſe into their 
Minds, but. ſo. that: the, whole Aſſurance, they have depends upon 
Evidence, and all they claim to of Aſſent, is upon the ſame Evidence; 
where this then fails, Miſtake enſues, and. Aﬀent is not due. 

From hence it-follows z As they may miſtake, ſo they may differ, 
and* One be, in the right upon better Evidence, where-another is in 
the wrong upon no Evidence or inſufficient Evidence z Or Both ma 
be Right, or-in. an Errour on the ſame accounts, and yet Both theſe 
may be 1n-great Things eminent Miniſters of the Truth of God. to his 
Church, and agree therein, being excited and conducted beyond the 
ordinary, ITevel. of Men, to attain Evidences true and firm in ſuch 
Points 3 -where the generality, yea, where very few enter at all. 
And therefore: thoſe Miſtakes and Differences. ſhall not in the leaſt 
invalidate the great Truths, wherein they have Evidence, and where- 
in they Agree:: For all is to be valued by Evidence 3 And Ignorance, 
Inapprehenſiveneſs, Want of Diligencein others, in Trying and Judg- 
ing theſe Evidences, ,to diſtinguiſh between Miſtake and Truth, and 
their RejeQion of all for want of ſuch Infallibility and Agreement, 
makes no alterations in things themſelves, which neither will deceive, 
nor can be deceived. 

And withal obſerve, here-are no more Grains of Allowance requi- 
red in this Caſe, than in all kinds of Learning, Knowledge, Science, 
and Arts in.the World, which do not proceed upon infallibility, nor 
determine 1n.any r Univerſality of Conſent.
